The telephone calls began to pour in 
at 7 o'clock Sunday morning. Apparent- 
ly, many servant girls in and around 
St. Louis read their Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch early and saw the pictures of the 
nine Tichacek boys. They lost no time. 
Mrs. Tichacek, who also is an early 
riser, answered the first call. 

Many Inquiries for Jerome. 

“Is Mr. Jerome there?’’ said a femi- 
nine voice. 

That was the burden of many of the 
inquiries which came later in the day. 
Jerome, the youngest of the eligible 
Tichacek bachelors; is only 20. He has 
black hair and brown eyes and, like all 
the Tichacek boys, he is tall and hand- 
some. 

Before the Tichacek family gathered 
around the dining table for breakfast 
the telephone bells had rung a ,dozen 
‘imes. Always at the other end of the 
Wire, according to the telephoned de-

Wier is a stepson of former Mayor 
Robert Monroe of National City, Il, 
north of East St. Louls. He was grad- 
uated from the East St. Louls High 
School before he was appointed to "Vest 
Point by fdétmer Congressman Roden- 
berg. He returned to the Monroe home 
in Brooklyn after spending four years 
at West Point and lived there until his 
appointment as Lieutenant in the army. 
His bride was Miss Mildred de Armond 
of Savannah, Ga., with whom he eloped. 
They were married at Springfield, I1., in 
September, 1911. Wier met his bride 
after a football game at West Point, 
where he was captain of the military 
school eleven.

ing two troops of United States cavalry 


and a detachment of Philippine consta- 


bulary. 

After a severe fight the Moros were 
beaten off, it is believed, with heavy 
loss, but the number of-their casualties 
has not been ascertained. 

Further reports from Brigadier-Gen- 
eral John J. Pershing, commander of 
the D tment of Mindanao, record 
many gallant acts on the part of the 
Philippine. scouts and the constabulary 
in the engagement with the Moros on 
the morning of Jan. 23, in the Jolo dis- 
trict. 

Capt. Patrick McNally was killed while 
leading the final assault against the 
Moro position, which was defended by 
bamboo entanglements, ditches and loop- 
holed walls.

After Congressman William B. Mc- 
Kinley had refused to consent to the re- 


moval of the bridge arbitrary charged 
by the McKinley electric lines, members 
of the City Council said Tuesday that 
the Hall street switch bill, granting new 
privileges to the McKinley line, prob- 
ably would not be considered.

In resolutions adopted at a meeting in 
Military Hall, Monday night, the North 
End Realty Owners’ Association wént on 
record as opposed to granting further 
privileges to the McKinley line and to 
the election of any candidate to the 
Municipal Assembly, “unless he will 
pledge himself to compel the McKinley 
System to obey our laws.’’

It is amazing how quickly the political 
rarty which had Lincoln for its first 
leader—Lincoln, who not only denied, 
but in his own person so completely dis- 
proved, the aristocratic theory—it is 
amazing how quickly that party found- 
ed on faith in the people forgot the 
precepts of Lincoln and fell under the 
delusion that the ‘‘masses’’ needed the 
guardianship of “‘men of affairs.”’

You 
will always find that, while you are 
politely listened to, the men really 
consulted are the men who have the 
biggest stake—the big bankers, the 
big manufacturers, the big masters 
of commerce, the heads of railroad 
corporations and of steamship cor- 
porations. I have no objection to 
these men being consulted, because they 
also, although they do not themselves 
seem to admit it, are, part of the people 
of the United States. But I do very 
seriously object to these gentlemen being 
chiefly consulted, and particularly to 


the Government of the United States is 
to do the right thing by the people of 
the United States it has got to do i 
directly and not through the intermedia- 
tion of these gentlemen. Every time it 
Khas come to a critical question, these 
Bentlemen have been yielded to, and 
their demands have been treated as the 
demands that should be followed as a 
matter of course. 

‘Foster Child of Interests.” 
The Government of the United States 
at present is a foster child of the spe- 
cial interests. You know just as well as 
I do—it is not an indictment against 
anybody, it is a mere statement of facts 
—that the people have stood outside and 
looked on at their own Government and 
that all they have had to determine in 
past years has been which crowd they 
would look on at. 
{ don’t want a smug lot of experts to 
sit down behind closed doors in Wash- 
ington and play Providence on me. 
There is a Providence to which I am 
perfectly willing to submit. But as for 
other men setting up as Providence over 
myself, I seriously object. I have never 
met a political savior in the flesh, and 
I never expect to meet one. 

“That is the way I feel about this 
fellow-countrymen. I'd 
rather see a savior of the United States 
than set up to be one; because I have 
found out, I have actually found out, 
that men I consult with know more 
than I do—especially if I consult with 
enough of them. I never came out of 
a committee meeting or a conference 
without seeing more of the question that 
was under discussion than I had seen 
when I went in. And that to my mind 
is an image of government. I am not 
willing to be under the patronage of the 
trusts, no matter how providential a 
government presides over the process of 
their control of my life. 

“I do not say this with the slightest 
desire to create any prejudice against 
wealth; on the contrary, I should be 
ashamed of myself if I excited class 
feeling of any kind. But I do mean to 
suggest this: That the wealth of the 
country has, in recent years, come from 
particular sources; it has come from 
those sources which have built up mo- 
nopoly. 

“Have Closed in Their Horison.” 
“The government of our country can- 
not be lodged in any special class. The 
policy of a great nation cannot be tied 
up with any particular set of interests. 
[ want to say, again and again, that my 
arguments do not touch the character of 
the men to whom I am opposed. I be- 
lieve that the very wealthy men who 
have got their money by certain kinds 
of corporate enterprises have closed in 
their horizon, and that they do not see 
and do not understand the rank and file 
of the people. It is for that reason that 
I want to break up the little coterie 
that has determined what the Govern- 
ment of the nation should do. The list 
of the men who used to determine what 
New Jersey should and should not do 
did not exceed half a dozen, and they. 
were always the same men. These very 
men now are, some of them, frank 
enough to admit that New Jersey has 
finer energy in her because more men 
are consulted and the whole field of ac- 
tion is widened and liberalized.

our lifetime. 


“The business of every leader of 
government is to hear what the ma- 
tion ig saying and to know what the 
nation is enduring. It is not his busi- 
ness to judge for the nation, but to 
judge through the nation as its 
spokesman and voice. I do not. be- 
Meve that this country could have 
safely allowed a continuation of the 
policy of the men who have viewed 
affairs in any other light. 

“The hypothesis under which we 
have been ruled is that of govern- 
ment through a board of trustees, 
through a selected number of the big 
business men of the country who 
know a lot that the rest of us do 
not know, and who take it for grant- 
ea that our ignorance would wreck 
the prosperity of the country. The 
idea of the Presidents we have re- 
cently had has been that they were 
presidents of a National Board of 
Trustees. That is not my idea. I have 
been president of one board of trus- 
tees, and I do not care to have sn-

idemt of the people of the Unteea 
States. There was many a time when. 
I was president of the board of trus- 
tees Of a university when the urfier- 
graduates knew more than the trus- 
tees did; and it has been in my 
thought ever since that, if I could 
have dealt directly with the people 
who constituted Princeton University, 
I could have carried it forward much 
faster than I could dealing with a 
board of trustees. 
“Stupidity Worse Than Kravery.” 
“Mark you, I am not saying that 
these leaders knew that they were 
doing us an evil, or that they intended 
to dO us an evil. For my part, I am 
very much more afraid of the man who 
does a bad thing and does not know 
it is bad, than of the man who does a 
bad thing and knows it is bad; because 
I think that in public affairs stupidity 
is more dangerous than knavery, be- 
cause harder to fight and dislodge.

Representative Maroney Is Au- 
‘thor of Bill Which Follows 
State Law Closely,

POST-DISPATCH SUREAU, JEF- 
FERSON CITY, Jan. 28.—Final hearings 
on the Jamison, McGrath and Ermen 
bills, each providing for a new primary 
law for St. Louis, will be held tonight 
by the House and Senate committees 
on elections. On account of objections 
raised to various features of these meas- 
ures, the St. Louis members decided to 
present a substitute bill, which follows 
closely the provisions of the State pri- 
mary law. 

The House Committee refused to take 
action on the substitute, which was of- 
fered by Representative Maroney of &t. 
Louis, until all the members of the com- 
mittee were supplied with copies of the 
bill. 

The Senate Committee, of which Sen- 
ator Hawkins of Dunklin is chairman, 
said he would be glad to hear from the 
Republican organization in St. Louis. 
It was explained by Senators Kinney 
and Brogan that Chairman Schmoll of 
the Republican City Committee, who 
was here a few days ago, apparently 
showed no interest in the primary legis- 
lation, and evidently, they said, he failed 
to take notice of the calling of last 
night’s meeting. Accordingly, a tele- 
gran was sent to the Republican chair- 
man asking him to be here tonight. 

Democrats Urge.Speedy Action, 

Arthur J, Fitzsimmons, chairman of 
the Democratic City Committee; Secre- 
tary O'Donnell of that organization, 
Judge Frank J. Kleiber and Anthony A. 
O’Hallaron, appeared before the com- 
mittees in advocacy of a primary law, 
which they urged the legislators to en- 
act without delay.

Perhaps it should be said for fgrmer Mayor 
Wells, who is a personal friend of the President- 
elect and served as treasurer of the National 
Democratic Commfttee, that he has disclaimed 
seeking a Cabinet position and has discouraged 
efforts to press his claims. 

Assuming that each state has as many men 
seeking Cabinet positions, or whose friends are 
urging their appointment, or who are seriously 
roentioned, we can realize under what an embar- 
rassment of riches in the form of Cabinet mate- 
rial the President-elect is laboring. Four from 
each state—some ambitious states exceed the lim- 
it and maintain the average—make 192 candidates 
for nine places. 

The situation almost justifies Mr. Wilson’s 
facetious remark to a reporter who told him that 
a distinguished Western statesman had been men- 
tioned for the Cabinet. “I dare say he has,” he 
replied. “Nearly every other man in the coun- 
try has been mentioned.” 2 
- Without touching the merits of the men whose 
claims to Cabinet places are being pressed, there 
is reason to suspect that the pressure is not ef- 
fective for the realization of their ambitions. If 
President-elect Wilson is as wise and well bal- 
aticed as he has proved himself to be in other 
public business; he is not greatly embarrassed, 
although he may be annoyed, by petitions and 
indorsements concerning hfS Cabinet appoint- 
ments; he is not paying much attention to the 
Cabinet selection of others, but will pick his own 
Cabinet. “. 

The choice of his Cabinet advisers is the one 
presidential act in which the will of the Presi- 
dent himself should be paramount. His Cabinet 
officers are his confidential secretaries and coun- 
sellors. He must look to them for the honest and 
efficient conduct of governmental departments 


It is to them he looks primarily for counsel with 
regard to his messages, his acts and his policies. 
He should be assured of their ability, honesty and 
fidelity to his official honor and to the interests 
of his administration. 

Doubtless the President-elect will seek the coun- 
se] of his friends with regard to the character 
and capacity of his Cabinet selections. But he 
would have reason to suspect the qualifications of 
those whose fitness require a multitude of certifi- 
cates and whose claims are too eagerly pressed. 
Ke might even suspect the motives of those who 
are extremely insistent upon the choice of their 
candidates. Special interests have been known 
to try to get friends in the presidential official 
family. Men who measure up to the Cabinet 
standard are conspicuous enough to be noticed 
by an intelligent President. 

We need not go back of Mr. Taft’s unfortunate 
experience to find a warning against readiness on 
the part of u President to yield to the counsel 
of others in selecting Cabinet material. 

As a historian, Mr. Wilson ought to know. that 
-a President is his’ own best Cabinet maker and 
that personal favors and political debts are the 
worst constructive material. 

Ferris of Michigan proposes that a doubt- 
ful. experiment with public ownership of rail- 
roads shall be-made by acquiring a railroad that 
has been a failure under private management. 
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HARVARD UP TO DATE. 

Harvard's tribute to the rising sun is an order 
by the faculty making the reading of Woodrow 
Wilson’s “Congressional Government” obligatory 
in the goyernmental course.- To make room for 
the President-elect’s work, James Bryce’s “Amer- 
ican Commonwealth” has Been dropped. 

This is like substituting Blaine’s “Twenty 
Years in Congress” for Benton’s “Thirty Years’

Senator Crawford: I desire to call at- 
tention to some of the items rejected by 
the committee that the Senate may form 
some idea about the character of a con- 
siderable number of claims that were 
in this bill when it came to the Senate. 
Here is an item in this bill for a 
chuck-a-luck gambler, a man following 
the rear of the Union Army in the South 
—a professional gambler. He comes in 
here in 1906 with a claim for some money 
lost in chuck-a-luck, . and which he 
claims was not all gambling funds, but 
that part of it was money that was not 
won from him in chuck-a-luck, but 
was taken from him by the commanding 
officer. An inquiry was had in 186 un- 
der the order of Gen. Hazel, and the 
claimant was required to present proofs 
that the money taken from him was not 
the fruits of gambling. The Court, aft- 
er cénsidering the evidence, recommend- 
ed that $376 be refunded and that the re- 
maining $454 be forfeited, as cdming 
within the instructions of Gen. Hazen 
for the confiscation of the proceéds of 
‘huck-a-luck. Claimant allowed his 
claim to sleep until 1891, for a period of 
27 years, when he presented a claim to 
the Auditor for the War Department, 
and it was rejected. Then he came in 
here 22 years afterward, without having 
peeped all that time during the interim, 
and asks the Congress of the United 
States to engage itself in the business of 
giving him back that fund. None of it 
ever went into the Treasury of the 
United States. That is one item in here. 
Here is paragraph 599, an item for $2600 
that has long since been paid and satis- 
fied. The money was appropriated in an 
act approved March 3, 1877, was paid 
and the claim released and receipted for, 
and yet here is inserted a’claim in the 
omnibus claims bill, as.it cotmes over 
to the Senate, with that $1200 item in 
it to be paid over again. 
Here is another one—paragraph 737 in 
this bill, the claim of Henry. B. Hilliard. 
It was absolutely paid and satisfied by 
an appropriation found in Thirty-third 
Statutes, part 1, page 768.

We all 
know what were the conditions In Mem- 
phis. You could not rent buildings for 
any considerable amount under the con- 
Aitions that existed there. Several years 
ago that company got a bill through 
here appropriating, as: I understand, 
some $80,000, took the money and released 
the claim. And yet they get insertec 
in the bill an item calling for the ap- 
propriation of $12,000 or $15,000, or more 
because an attorney claims that some 
sort of technical error was committed 
in making the computation.

Geyer made. the fatal mistake of 
overworking himself the past two years. 
Fans will remember him as one of the 
roost faithful toilers in the Cardinal 
camp.

When he wasn't pitching he whiled 
away his time warming up. Indeed 
many good judges thought Bresnahan 
didn’t handle Geyer properly.
